HISTORICAL SKETCH 


Rush Medical College was chartered by the legislature of the State of 
Illinois on March 2, 1837, the Central Free Dispensary on March 14, 1873 and 
the Presbyterian Hospital in 1884 as its major teaching hospital. In 

its first century over 10,000 physicians received their training in 

these institutions on the West Side of Chicago. 


A nominal academic affiliation existed between Rush and Lake Forest 
University from 1887 to 1898, when an affiliation was developed with 
the University of Chicago, which had been founded in 1891; in 1923 Rush 
became a component of the University. In 1941, Rush separated from the 
University of Chicago but continued its corporate existence. The 
Hospital and the Dispensary, housed partially in College Buildinas, 
formed an affiliation with the adjacent University of Illinois and the 
staff continued undergraduate and graduate education in medicine and 

in the biological sciences as members of its faculty. In 1958 the St. 
Luke's Hospital, which had been founded in 1864, was merged with the 
Hospital and the Dispensary into two corporations, the Presbyterian-St. 
Luke's Hospital and the Presbyterian-St. Luke's Health Center which 
became major clinical facilities for the University of Illinois 

College of Medicine. 


In October 1969 a new corporation, the Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's 
Medical Center, was formed from Presbyterian-St, Luke's Hospital and 
Health Center and Rush Medical College. In March 1971 the members of 
the professional and scientific staffs of Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's 
Medical Center again became the faculty of Rush Medical College, First 
year, advanced standing and third year students will matriculate in the 
Fall of 1971. 


GOALS 


The goal of Rush Medical College is to provide an outstanding environ- 
ment for learning for graduate students who are to be the physicians of 
the future. The tradition of the College is to base the learning environ- 
ment in the health care system. The development in recent years of a 
continuous comprehensive care pattern, functioning with a single standard 
of care for all, by the faculty-staff of Presbyterian-St. Luke's Hospital 
has created a unique environment which will become the "classroom and 
laboratory" of the College. The Hospital, its patient floors and labora- 
tories, its affiliated institutions, offices of the faculty-staff and 
communities in which patients live all are part of this environment. 


The approach to learning must continue to be the scholarly approach of 
inquiry. Rush offers the challenge of inquiry not only into the 
mechanisms of diseases of organ systems but also into the distribution 
and delivery of health care and into the mechanisms of the disordered 
environment in which patients live. The faculty believes that inquiry 
into each of these areas must be available to students if they are to 
become the physicians who will both continue to learn about and treat 
the problems they will encounter during their professional careers. 


FACILITIES 


The present fourteen building complex of the Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's 
Medical Center, located on Chicago's near West Side, reflects its efforts 
to meet the growth requirements for health care in the City of Chicago. 
In this complex are four patient pavilions, three research buildings, a 
professional office building, three apartment and dormitory facilities, 
an academic building used for paramedical education, a service facility 
and a day school building for children of house officers and students. 

In addition to this, the medical center operates a neighborhood health 
center approximately one mile from its central location. 


All patient care, academic and research facilities will be used by the 
Rush Medical College. Construction of multi-disciplinary laboratory and 
classroom facilities on the upper floors of the Jelke/South Center Build- 
ing has been completed. These facilities represent modern laboratory 
design. The Administrative offices for the Rush Medical College are on 
the upper floors of the Professional Building. Study carrels for each 
student will be available in Schweppe-Sprague Hall. 


PRESBYTERIAN-ST. LUKE'S HOSPITAL 


"The Presbyterian was founded with two high purposes, 
caring for the sick and aiding in medical education. 
The hospital that confines itself solely to the treat- 
ment of the sick is somewhat dwarfed. To be kept 
alive and progressive it should have the stimulus of 
the necessity of instructing young, active, wide-awake 
undergraduates, internes and nurses. This addition to 
the hospital gives us these facilities; it opens to 
the staff the opportunity of acquiring more knowledge 
and it also gives us added facilities for research... 
Unless the spirit of research is in a hospital, unless 
it pervades the various branches of the medical 
institution, the educational function of the hospital 
languishes and the atmosphere becomes stale; things 
fail to progress and the patients suffer...And yet no 
matter what view we may take the central figure in the 
hospital is, and should be, the patient"...

The Hospital today is a major, voluntary, general hospital 
of 837 beds and 85 bassinets. The Hospital serves as a 
major center for medical care, for teaching and for research. 
Approximately 30,000 patients snend 280,000 patient days 
each year under treatment and study by a part and full-time 
faculty-staff of over 300 and a house staff of 170. The 
prerequisite for staff membership is a faculty appointment 
in the Rush Medical College. The research areas buttressing 
the clinical activities include both major clinical and 
basic science investigation. By tradition, each patient in 
the hospital participates in the teaching program. The large 
number of beds assures adequate facilities so that within 
reasonable limits patients may be admitted regardless of 
source or comprehensiveness of economic support. Translated 
into action, this means that each patient has the concern of 
not only his attending physician but also of a graduate 
house staff and of students. The large and active staff 
composed of both part and full-time faculty members assures 
the presence in the hospital at all times of numbers of 
patients with all kinds of medical problems ranging from the 
acutely il] to the most complex diagnastic and therapeutic 
problems. Its purpose is to continue/to build on the best 
of the distinguished tradition of the | past to meet the 
ever-changing patterns of medical care, of teaching and of 
research. 


RUSH MEDICAL LIBRARY 


The library, located in the Rawson Building, is the Rush 
Medical Library which has been maintained jointly by the 
College and the Hospital. The library is sunervised by a 
competent staff of medical librarians. 
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There are approximately 53,500 volumes in the library, the files of 
550 foreign and domestic medical journals, 2,250 volumes of rare 
medical books and 12,000 text and reference books embracing all fields 
of medicine. Current text and reference books are acquired at the 
rate of 2,300 annually. Together with the current copies of the 
journals, these current text and reference books keep the library 
continually abreast of medical progress. 


PROFESSIONAL BUILDING 


A number of the volunteer faculty staff have offices in the modern 
professional office building on the campus. Students have an oppor- 
tunity to have assignments with these faculty members to learn the 
care of patients in a continuous, primary care system involving both 
the office and Hospital. 


MILE SQUARE HEALTH CENTER - COMMUNITY MEDICINE 


The Department of Preventive Medicine has developed a neighborhood 
health center known as the Mile Square Health Center which is funded 

by the Office of Economic Opportunity. The center is designed to 

render medical care to 25,000 residents of a defined geographic area. 
The emphasis is on a team approach, the experimentation with new methods 
for the delivery of care and the involvement of the community in health. 
Studies of utilization of health services, hospitalization rates and 
cost analyses are being carried out. 


The Department of Preventive Medicine is devoted to the study of the 
delivery of comprehensive medical care. The special focus of this 
Section is in viewing the family in health and illness in relation to 
the social, psychologic, and economic aspects of medical care. In this 
regard it is especially interested in the organization of both the 
community and of medical care services. Patients of the Mile Square 
area are hospitalized by their physicians in the Hospital when necessary. 
This facility thus provides an excellent opportunity for students to 
learn about many important aspects of health care and its delivery in 
an inner city community.

MEDICAL CENTER DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM 


After an intensive study which began in 1968, a Long Range Plan of 
Development was programmed to be phased over a five to ten year period. 
The goal of the program is to build a prototype of a voluntary. medical 
center system in which all health care functions necessary to serve a 
given population base are combined. 


PHASE I of the program is being completed in 1971. Construction has 
provided additional professional office, research and medical school 
Space. The opening of Rush Medical College will provide an increased 
number of physicians. A new health maintenance organization opened at 
the Medical Center on July 1, 1971. The program, a pre-payment plan 
combining medical services through a group of faculty members with Blue 
Cross hospitalization insurance, is administered by ANCHOR, a health 
maintenance organization oriented toward prevention of illness and pro- 
viding ambulatory care designed to reduce hospital utilization. Services 
include outpatient diagnostic and laboratory tests, physician examina- 
tions, short-term physical therapy and psychiatric care, prenatal and 
postnatal maternity care. All students may enter ANCHOR. 


PHASE II of the Plan of Development is scheduled for completion in the 
academic year 1974-75. Included in the expansion program are a patient 
care tower with accomodations for 400 beds and academic facilities. A 
portion of the beds will serve as replacement beds for those currently . 
located in buildings dating from 1883. Total bed capacity of the Medical 
Center will be 900-1,000 beds. Construction of a multi-story garage wil] 
make available 1,500 additional parking spaces. In addition, the Medical 
Center plans to acquire an elevated station within the new tower complex 
by constructing its five-story base structure over and around present 
elevated tracks which pass through the Medical Center. 


A complex for extended care, rehabilitation and care for the aged, the 
Johnston R. Bowman Health Park, will be built around an enclosed courtyard. 
Approximately 200 residents will live in garden-type apartments, hotel- 
type rooms with kitchen facilities or nursing and convalescent home 
accommodations. The Health Park will offer in one location the compre- 
hensive facilities of the Park, the Physical Medicine and Rehabilitation 
Unit, and the Department of Geriatrics. The Health Park will include 
participation of allied health professionals with physicians in a compre- 
hensive program of preventive and rehabilitative services. 


The Medical Center will also establish a Research Institute in which indi- 
vidual, interdisciplinary teams will serve as research centers for 
specific diseases. Each team leader will be responsible for planning, or- 
ganizing, integrating and evaluating all research done at the Medical 
Center that is related to solving particular health care problems. 


As part of its program, the Medical Center is currently developing a net- 
work of affiliated hospitals in Chicago and surrounding suburbs. The 
affiliations will serve as a practical training field for Rush Medical 
College students who may elect clinical clerkships both in Presbyterian- 
St. Luke's Hospital and in any of the affiliated hospitals. Community 
hospitals may rely upon the backup of a medical center with comprehensive 
health facilities. The medical center offers computerized laboratory and 
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diagnostic services as well as facilities for acute referral patients who 
require specialist care and advanced equipment for treatment. 


The accomplishment of the Long Range Plan of Development in 1975 at a cost 

of $91 million will permit a considerable increase in medical school enrollment 
and significant expansion of the patient care programs as well as expansion 

of the graduate and post doctorate programs. 
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COURSES OF STUDY 


The Core courses of study for medical students are presented by inter- 
departmental "Task Forces" consisting of members drawn from the various 
departments of the College. From the time of entry it is the intent to have 
an interlocking program in scientific methodologies and experimental ap- 
proaches and an introduction to patients and their problems. Opportunities 
and facilities for research in the biological and behavioral sciences, in 
clinical sciences and in environmental biology are available in the various 
departments of the College. 


The Program importantly depends upon the interaction of a student and 
his PRINCIPAL ADVISOR whose primary responsibility is to help the student 
define his goals, become a person capable of independent and continuing 
study, and choose courses of study. The initial task of each Principal Ad- 
visor and his student is to identify the past achievements, the strengths, 
and the weaknesses of the student. This process of evaluation will be con- 
tinuous through the educational program and will be the primary basis for 
modifications of the educational program pursued by a given student. The 
Principal Advisor Program is coordinated by the Office of Student and Fac- 
ulty Affairs with the advice of the Faculty committees on Courses of Study 
and Student Affairs. 


The educational program of Rush is regarded as a portion of a continuum 
which emerges from an arts, sciences, and humanities experience and con- 
tinues into years of practice, study, teaching, and inquiry. It is designed 
with three Phases as diagrammed on page 15. Specific course listings 
follow. 


PHASE I has three objectives. First, courses in Phase I will provide 
the fundamental concepts and vocabulary on which the clinical sciences are 
based. Second, courses will be presented which will permit the student to 
gain an understanding of the delivery of medical care, the interactions of 
society influencing health, the study of\man's behavior and his ability to 
communicate. Third, the student will bedin to develop professional concepts 
and clinical skills under the continuing tutelage of an individual CLINICAL 
TUTOR. Each student and his Clinical Tutor will enjoy this continuing pro- 
fessional relationship through Phase I and Phase II during which the attri- 
butes, attitudes, and abilities of a physician will be developed by the 
student. The informational content of the courses of Phase I is prerequisite 
to undertaking Phase II of the Rush Medical College Educational Program.. 


PHASE II integrates basic and clinical sciences to provide an under- 
standing of man in health and disease through a series of courses concerning 
the organ systems of the body. The quarters of Phase II do not imply a 
necessary curricular sequence, and one or more quarters may be omitted with 
the material to be covered in independent study. The theme of the courses 
of study offered during Phase II is the provision of the basic information 
necessary to the function of all physicians in a context relevant to the 
biology of normal and diseased man. This theme will be reinforced by the 
continuing experience of each student with his Clinical Tutor throughout 
Phase II, and by continual encounters with human disorders as a means of 
facilitating the student's acquisition of independent study techniques in 
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the quest for answers to clinical questions. Phase II is divided into four 
instructional units, each comprising an academic quarter, 


The winter quarter contains the Task Force courses on Reproduction and 
Maturation including Reproduction, Growth, Development and Behavior and a 
course concerning the Endocrine and Metabolic Systems. The spring quarter 
incorporates courses concerning the Skin and the Neurosensory-Communicative 
Systems. The summer quarter contains courses pertaining to the Locomotor, 
Gastrointestinal, and Hematopoietic Systems. Courses which deal with the 
Excretory, Respiratory and Cardio-Vascular Systems are included in the fall 
quarter of Phase II. 


PHASE III contains Core Clinical Clerkships and Elective Periods. The 
initial experience in this phase will be a Core Clerkship for most students. 
The Core Clerkship has as its objective the development of the student's 
capability to elicit data from all sources pertaining to patients, to make 
meaningful diagnostic hypotheses and to carry out necessary tests of hy- 
potheses. During this experience the practice of scientific medicine is to 
be developed. The subsequent program recommended for most students will 
consist of Core Clerkships in Medicine, Surgery, Pediatrics, Psychiatry, 
and Obstetrics-Gynecology. Tenative or firm career choices will importantly 
modify the duration and types of clerkships and elective experiences of 
Phase III. The courses of study presented in the elective portion of Phase II 
are designed to supplement the information contained in the Core portion of 
the Educational Program. The student and his Principal Advisor will devise 
an individual curriculum best adapted to his career goals. Unique educational 
experiences not listed in this portion of the Educational Program may be 
generated upon request of the student and his Principal Advisor. Details 
concerning the duration and times of availability of each course will be 
arranged with the individual course coordinators. 


The Educational Program of Rush Medical College is designed with flexi- 
bility to permit a wide variety of career choices and to be compatible with 
a wide variety of educational experiences pursued prior to matriculation at 
Rush Medical College, The various plans under which the Educational Program 
may be followed are described in the Section on Admissions on Page 19 


Graduate School Programs 


The faculties of the basic science departments have been members 
of the corresponding departments of the University of I]linois. 
Thirty-five graduate students have carried out their research 
for the Ph.D. degree in the laboratories of Presbyterian-St,Luke's 
Hospital under the guidance of the faculty at this institution 
in the past 10 years. Rush-Presbyterian-St, Luke's Medical 
Center intends to establish its own graduate school and/or 
affiliate with other academic institutions. The faculty of 

Rush regard an appropriate graduate school framework for con- 
tinuing to train Ph.D. scientists and for offering combined 

M.D. - Ph.D. programs as absolutely essential.

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EVALUATION 


Evaluation at the Medical College will serve many purposes and will be of 
both internal and external origin. Intramural evaluation will consist of 
examinations internally constructed by the faculty which will bear a direct 
relationship to the curricular didactic events. It is expected that these 
will serve primarily as learning exercises for both the students and the 
faculty. The style of these examinations will be determined by the parti- 
cular faculty involved with strong student input. In addition, to these 
"Learning Examinations", much emphasis will be placed on the evaluation 

of the student's performances and attitudes by his instructors and his 
tutor as directly related to the learning experiences. The final result 
of these evaluations will be a pass or a fail. In addition, at the end 

of each quarter or clinical period the student and his Principal Advisor 
will submit a report based on their observations of the curriculum and 

the academic atmosphere of the college. These reports will be reviewed 

by the Committee on Student Affairs and the results made generally known 
to the faculty. The Committee on Evaluation and Promotion will recommend 
to the Dean at the end of each academic period those students eligible 

for the next phase of study. 


The other type of evaluation used by the medical college will be of extra- 
mural origin. Successful completion of Part I and Part II of the National 
Board of Medical Examiners will be required for graduation. Part I may 

be taken at any time during Phase I or Phase II, should ordinarily have 
been taken by the first summer quarter in Phase III and must have suc- 
cessfully been taken by the end of the first fall quarter in Phase III. 
Part II must have been completed successfully for the student's graduation. 
The Principal Advisor will ordinarily strongly advise his student to take 
these examinations as a candidate for certification as a Diplomate by the 
National Board. 


"GOVERNANCE 


The "Rules for Governance of the Faculty and Students of Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke's Medical Center" were adopted by the faculty in 1971. Two students 
are to be elected by the Student Representative Council in October of each 
year to be two of the twenty-one members of the Faculty Council and, in the 
same election, two students are elected to be two of the twenty members of 

the Committee on Committees which nominates members for the standing committee 
of Rush. Students are also eligible to be elected as voting members on the 
standing committees as recommended by the Committee on Committees. 
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ADMISSIONS 


For admission the student should anticipate completing no less than three 
academic years of college which include courses in inorganic chemistry, 
organic chemistry (or biochemistry), and biological science (with emphasis 
on zoology). Mathematics and physics, social sciences, and English are 
recommended. While no specific "“premedical" courses are required, each 
applicant will be expected to have pursued more advanced courses in the 
physical, social, or biological sciences. The major undergraduate field 
of study need not be restricted to physical or biological sciences. An 
adequate basic preparation in the sciences listed above with a major in 
another area is considered appropriate to a medical education at Rush. 

No priority for admission is given to science majors. A mature approach 
to one's education, integrity, and motivation towards medicine are con- 
sidered essential. The Medical College Admission Test (MCAT) is required 
of all applicants. 


Students may apply for admission under several Plans: 


Plan A - Students with the required college background may apply for 
admission in the fall quarter and, if accepted, plan to be enrolled a 
minimum of twelve quarters during four years; some students may be advised 
or elect to take up to a maximum of 16 quarters in 5 calendar years to re- 
ceive the M.D. degree. Other students may elect to pursue a WE course 
of study leading to an additional graduate degree. 


Plan B - THREE YEAR PROGRAM: Students who will have had the necessary and 
usual college background for medical school after three or four years of 
college and wish to accelerate their study of medicine may apply for en- 
rollment in a "Preparatory Elective" period of 8 weeks beginning in August 
of the summer quarter preceding Phase I in the fall. If accepted into 

this plan by his Adviser and the Office of Admissions, the student can 
become eligible to receive his degree after 35 months of study. 


Plan C - THREE YEAR PROGRAM WITH ADVANCED STANDING: Students who will have 
had thé necessary college background, and will have taken, in addition, a 
minimum of ten semester hours of advanced studies either prior to or 
following the baccalaureate degree, may apply for advanced standing. In 
general, “advanced studies" may be defined as courses for which graduate 
school credit may be given. In most universities these courses are 
labelled “for advanced undergraduates and graduate students," and either 
undergraduate or graduate credits may be awarded. Students applying for 
Plan C. must submit a written statement describing the course material] 
(course number, name, content, etc.) on which their applications for 
advanced standing are based. 


Plan D - PRE-ADMISSION PROGRAM: Students who will have completed the 
necessary college background and are clearly committed to a medica! career 
may apply for preadmission to Rush for any year after their sophomore year 
in college. If a program of study which includes course material equiva- 
lent to Phase I and portions of Phase II can be taken at the students’ 
colleges, they will be considered for preadmission to Rush for an academic 
year while remaining on their University campuses. Such students wil] 
then take two or three years of study at the Medical Center campus, de- 
pending on the material covered in their 2 paella years and the recom- 
mendations of their Advisors. 
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Plan E - TWO YEAR PROGRAM WITH ADVANCED STANDING: Students who have 
successfully completed one or more years at another medical school and 
certain students with Ph.D. degrees may apply for admission directly into 
Phase III. In general these students will include 1. graduates of two 
year medical schools, 2. transfers from foreign medical schools (COTRANS), 
3. transfers from other domestic 4 year medical schools, and 4. certain 
students with Ph.D. degrees who have experienced the equivalent of Phases 
I and II of the Rush Program. Applicants for Plan E are required to take 
Part I of the examination offered by the National Board of Medical 
Examiners. If accepted they can become eligible to receive the M.D. 
degree after a minimum of six quarters at the Medical College. Rush 
Medical College will consider the application for transfer from another 
domestic four year medical school only upon the recommendation of the 
dean of that school. 


APPLICATION FOR ADMISSION 


Rush Medical College is a participant in the American Medical College 
Application Service (AMCAS). Applicants seeking admission in 1972 into 
Plans A,B,C or D must apply through AMCAS. All applications received 
through AMCAS will be processed for Plan A unless the applicant notifies 
the Office of Admissions in writing of his request for candidacy in Plans 
B,C or D. Applicants not accepted into Plans B,C or D will automatically 
be considered for Plan A. 


Applicants for Plan E should write to the Office of Admissions, Rush 
Medical College, 1725 West Harrison Street, Chicago, Illinois 60612 and 
request an application form specifically mentioning the desire to apply 
for Plan E. Applicants for Plan E will be considered for that plan only. 
If an applicant for Plan E wishes consideration for Plan A,B,C or D, he 
must submit an AMCAS application in addition to the Plan E application. 


A student requesting an application for Plans A,B,C or D will receive an 
AMCAS Application Request Form which he will then forward to AMCAS in 

order to receive the application. The application is then returned to 
AMCAS and forwarded by AMCAS to the schools requested by the applicant. 
Upon receipt of the application from AMCAS Rush Medical College may request 
additional information (Supplemental Application Form) including biographic 
data, recommendations, etc. An application fee of $15.00 will be requested 
of those applicants receiving the Supplemental Application Form. This fee 
is non-refundable. Rush Medical College will not consider applications 
received by AMCAS later than December 15, 1971. All supplemental appli- 
cation materials must be received by January 15, 1972. There is no 
established deadline for applications for Plan E. 
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EARLY DECISION PROGRAM 


The Early Decision Program (EDP) is a plan by which Rush Medical College 
will offer acceptances into the 1972 entering class (Plans A,B,C and D) 
to a limited number of well qualified applicants on or before October 1, 
1971. The EDP applicant must state that Rush is the school of his first 
choice and that application will be made to no other school prior to 
October 1, 1971. An EDP application is included with the Supplemental 
Application Form. 


In order to be eligible for the EDP all application data (AMCAS applica- 
tion and Supplemental Application materials) must be received by the 
Office of Admissions by September 1, 1971. The Admissions Committee wil] 
consider all EDP applicants and reach one of the following three 
decisions by October 1, 1971: 


1. Accepted. You now have a place in the next 
entering class and need not go through the 
time, cost and effort of applying to other 
medical schools. 


2. Deferred Decision. No final decision is made 
on your application, but you will be further 
considered in the regular competition for the 
remaining places. You therefore still retain 
a chance for acceptance by this medical 
school, but you should broaden and intensify - 
your efforts for admission to other schools. 


a NOt accepted. You may now concentrate all 
your efforts on other medical schools. 


A maximum of 15% of available positions will be filled by the EDP. Hence, 
applicants who do not wish to participate in the EDP will have ample 
opportunity to be considered in the regular competition for the majority 
of places in the entering class. 


“ACCEPTANCE 


As previously noted, Early Decision Program (EDP) Oe at will be 
notified on or before October 1, 1971. 


Acceptances for non EDP applicants will be offered beginning in December, 
1971. 


A deposit of $100.00 will be required of accepted applicants to secure a 
position in the class. This deposit is non-refundable after March 1, 1972 
and will be applied to first quarter tuition and fees. The accepted 
applicant is required to notify the College and to place the deposit 
within two weeks of his acceptance. Deposits made by accepted EDP 
applicants are non-refundable. 


Each accepted applicant must forward to the College a passport-type photo- 
graph and have his physician complete the Rush Medical College Health Record. 
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HEALTH SERVICE 


Complete health services are available in ANCHOR (Page 11) under 
the direction of the Physician for Students. The staff includes 
consultants from each of the clinical departments of the Hospital. 
The costs of the program for single and married students are in- 
cluded in "Fees" below. For married students with more than one 
dependent, $24 a quarter should be added. 


HOUSING 


Rush Medical College will be able to offer housing facilities to a 
limited number of students. The Medical Center owns two apartment 
buildings, McCormick House and Kidston House, with furnished ef- 
ficiency, one, and two bedroom apartments. Unfurnished apartments 
will be available for student rental in a new high-rise three blocks 
from the College, This building is scheduled for occupancy in May, 
1972. For students who prefer to live outside the Medical Center 
the Director of Student Housing will help students find suitable 
lodgings. The costs to the student are estimated below and are 
variable.

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FINANCIAL AID 


The Office of Scholarships and Financial Aid will help the students who 
require financial assistance by a combination of scholarships, grants, 
loans and Medical Center jobs. Although the program has only recently 
been started, the following sources of financial aid have already be- 
come available to students: 


CARL 0. ALMQUIST STUDENT LOAN FUND (1971) 


The Carl 0. Almquist Student Loan Fund was established in memory of 
Dr. Almquist, a graduate of the Rush Medical College Class of 1926. 
The fund is to be made available to students from northwest Indiana 
through the Office of Scholarships and Financial Aid. Students are 
required to repay loans following graduation at a iow rate of in- 
terest. 


FACULTY WIVES SCHOLARSHIPS (1971) 


Funds for student scholarships have been established by a generous 
contribution from the wives of the faculty. These scholarships wil] 
be awarded on the basis of promise and need by the Committee on 
Student Affairs. 


CLARK W. FINNERUD SCHOLARSHIP (1971) 


A scholarship fund established by Clark W. Finnerud, M.D., and his 
grateful patients. Dr. Finnerud is a distinguished dermatologist, 
educator, and author and a member of the Rush Medical College Class 
of 1918. The endowed scholarship is available to all students with- 
out restriction, 


NATIONAL MEDICAL FELLOWSHIPS 


Students from minority groups currently underrepresented in the medical 
profession, specifically, American Blacks, Mexican Americans, Puerto 
Ricans, and American Indians, who have been accepted by an accredited 
U.S. medical school for study leading to the M.D. degree are eligible 
to apply. Applicants must be citizens of the U.S. or have made appli- 
cation for U.S. citizenship and must demonstrate financial need. 
Applications are available from the Office of Scholarships and Financial 
Aid, 
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STATE AND FEDERAL GOVERNMENTAL PROGRAMS 


Health Professions Loan and Scholarship Programs: 


Federal funds for scholarships and loans are awarded by the Office of 
Scholarships and Financial Aid on the basis of need. The institutional 
contribution required to be added to the federal capital contribution 
for these loan funds was made, in part, by the House Officers of 
Presbyterian-St. Luke's Hospital, 


Illinois State Scholarship Program: 


Awards are made by the Illinois State Scholarship Commission to students 
who have been selected as State scholars on the basis of academic achieve- 
ment and have financial need. Only students who have not completed the 
requisite academic hours for a baccalaureate degree are eligible. Appli- 
cations may be obtained from the Office of Scholarships and Financial

Illinois Guaranteed Loan Program: 


The Illinois Guaranteed Loan Program guarantees student loans made by 
commercial lenders. The Federal government will pay the interest on 
the loans if the students' adjusted family income is below a stipulated 
maximum, Students should apply directly to a lending institution.

These 66 students will matriculate from 43 universities in 19 states.

Two more anticipate the Ph.D. 


degree shortly before matriculation (biomedical engineering, political 
science). Nine students have the MS degree (biology (2), zoology, 
physiology, history, political science, economics, chemical engineering 
and hospital administration). Five students are admitted after three 
years of undergraduate preparation without a bachelors degree. 


Fifty-five of the 66 students are Illinois residents, reflecting the 
policy of admissions’ priority for residents of this state. The class 
includes 11 women and 8 members of disadvantaged minority groups. 

Eighteen members of the entering class will be married at the time of 


matriculation.
